The prior art of record, considered individually 
or in combination, fails to show or suggest the claimed an ahuja compensation circuit 
comprising, among other limitation, a novel and unobvious limitation of "first, second, 
and third capacitance, wherein a first end of said first capacitance communicate with the 
second terminal of said the first transistor, a first end of said second capacitance 
communicates with a first terminal of said second transistor, and a second end of said 
third capacitance communicates with said first terminal of said second transistor and a 
current minor circuit that receives said main bias" structurally and functionally 
interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited in claims 2-12. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 13-38 
are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record, considered individually 
or in combination, fails to show or suggest the claimed a feedback loop in an ahuja 
compensation circuit comprising, among other limitation, a novel and unobvious 
limitation of "a high swing cascode biasing circuit that communicates with a second end 
of said first capacitance and a control terminal of said first transistor and includes a 
current mirror circuit mirror circuit that receives said main bias" structurally and 
functionally interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited in claims 14-38.
